orte. Tbt Ktotoeky Irish Aowrioui at 
ooot aiidtcteok mi lavMtitMioa, aed it 
soon leannd ttatt no aetloii had been 
takeo that would warrant the sUtcment 
that the mother house would be moved 
to St. Louis. True, the matter had been 
diaeosaed, but there it was dropped. 
The Sisters of Loretto do not want to 
leave Kentucky, which they regard the 
cradle of their order. Father John Riley, 
who was called from Neriux, has re- 
toOMd and ia now filling the post of 
Chaphda. the articj^rth flie — — ^

"It seema the Sisters of Lontte,neaiitl7 
raised to the dignity of an order In the 
church, have decided to move their 
mother house from Nerinx, Ky., to this 
city. This means the transfer of !'20 
religious, including the officials of the 
order and the novices, from the place 
thai has been the cradle of the inatitntion 
lor aanriy ttnefonrtha of a eantnry to 
the dtjr ti m.

It a as a i the 
Bishop took anbtaga at this aation of 
the 8bten of I/oratto, siaea tholr ocean- 
isation was considered an institution of 
the diocese of Louisville, and to empha- 
size his disapproval he recalled their 
Chaplain, forbade the reservation of the 
blessed sacrament in their chapel, denied 
MSB even on Sundays and actually 
the mother house and all in it 
an interdict. Ttiia condition of 
affaif% of coone, ia iatolarable and calls 
for iMoadiata ramedy. Failing to find 
andi reoiedy ia Kantueky, tha Sisters 
have concluded to pack up and remove 
their religious penates to the banks of 
the Mississippi. Much as we love the 
Sisters of Loretto, and gladly as we 
would welcome their seat of government 
here, we deplore the necessity that corn- 
pels them to move from the hallowed 
home that has sheltered them from their 
iafna^ and tha aaiatljr spot which holds 
tha ariMB of their holy Imnder and of so 
hnodfoda of thefar balorad slster-

At the dedication of a school 

building in his diocese recently 
Bishop McQuaid spoke thus on the 
attitude of the Catholic chnrch on 
the school question, and mentioned 
several important facta not gener- 
ally known: 

"The Catholic church stands for 
two great principles. The first is 
the education and enlightenment of 
her children. Secondly she demands 
that religions and secular education 
go together, just as the sool and 
body go together. When the soul 
leaves the body the body crumbles 
to dust, and when religion is taken 
from the school the school crumbles 
and fails to impart the proper edu- 
cation to its pupils. They say that 
the parochial school ia un-American, 
but I want to say that up to about 
1820 all the schools in America 
were denominational. The Catho- 
Ucs, Preriqrterians. Methodista,Bap- 
tista and Bpiscopalians had their 
schools. Each religions denomina- 
tion received a share of the school 
money. For example, in New York 
City on the site where the* new St. 
Patrick's Cathedral now stands, 
there was a Catholic school sup- 
ported by the State, and yet this 
country was America then as much 
as it is America today. But bigotry 
began to become rampant about this 
time and they cast about for a 
means by which to deprive our 
schools of what little assistance they 
were receiving. The lirst thing 
they did was to take the Bible out 
of the schools and declare that no 
money should be paid to any school 
teaching religious teneta.

Record of the riost Important of 
tbe Recent EvenU Culled 



The annual carnival, popularly known 
as the Horse Show, opened at Ballsbridge 
under the most promising auspices, and 
eontinned until Friday. The title of the 
fete conveys bnt little idea of the varied 
attnctioaa which yearly draw tens of 
thousands to -the world-famed show. 
New and Intereating features, too, are 
being yearly added to it.

The Irish language waa able to sweep the 
strings of the whole acale of human 
feeling. It salted equally well the "Fag 
an Bealacch" of the Dalcassian war song 
as tbe lullaby of the young Irish mother 
soothing her crying infant to sleep. 
His Lordship appealed to the young 
men and maidens of Ireland to go on in 
their noble and heroic enterprise of 
mastering this beautiful language, of 
restoring it to its ancient glory, of mak- 
ing it heard once more in the cottier's 
home, in the lishernian 's hut, by the 
farmer's fireside, at fair and market, in 
the stieets of their town, and ia the 
highways and byways.

The strik- 
ers are distributing hand-bills, saying 
"Justice is all we want. Reaaon will ^ive 
it. Inquire." The buyers and apprentices 
have aot Joined in the proteat. It is said 
tbat the firm have a number of Scotch 
drapera within eaey diatance to toke the 
plaoea of thoae who have gone out. 

Astonishing is the perfection with 
which tbe Irish Protestants practice the 
boycotting system. We have before us a 
list of advertisemenU taken from a single 
issue of the Irish Times, published on 
August 5, and it is a revelation of tbe 
extent to which tbe boycotting of Catho- 
lics is carried. Busiuaaa people who 
raaide in the moat Catholic parta of Ire- 
hmd and who live by the anpport of 
Catholic customers boldly advertiae for 
Protestant servsnU and employes. A 
drill sergeant at Dundalk must be a 
Protestant. So must a cook and h lady's 
maid at Mallow. A dressmaker at Kan- 
turk, a pantry and hall boy at Magency, 
and a scullery-maid at Ardee must be of 
the same religion. Such cases figure 
largely in the list. But more daring even 
than these advertisers have been Protest- 
ant members of the Bnniakillen Board of 
Ouaidiana, with Locd Corry at their 
bead. The poat of midwife at the Flor- 
caoecoart Diapensary waa vacant, and 
nnderstanding that there was to be a 
Pr3tcstant applicant for it, they sent out 
a circular marked "private," in which 
"they called upon the Protestant guard- 
ians to be sure to attend the meeting so 
that she might be elected. When such 
is the system pursued by tlie Irish 
Protestants it surely is strange to find 
them accusing their Catholic fellow- 
countrymen ofiutolennoe.
